Spraying for San Jose Scale.

The following was given to the Cali
fornia Fruit Exporter and Farmer by Dr. |
W. J. Dobbins, one of the largest grow—‘
ers of pranes in Vaca valley:

you kuow that it is no trick to
kill the San Jose scale? No? Well, it
isn't. If growers will spray thoro lly
with lime, salt and sulphur the scale is
I will tell yon my formula.
I take twenty pounds of sulphuor, ten
pounds of lime and thirty gallons of
water, ook and constantly stir unti] it
takes on a dark red color. I then dis-
solve or slake fifteen pounds of salt and
forty pounds of lime in thirty gallons of
cold water. When I get ready to spra
I use twenty-five gallons of the cook
lime and sulphur, fifty gallons of the |
slacked lime and salt ‘and twenty-five |
gallons of hot water. When in the
spray-box this mixture should be con-
tinuaily stirred while raying. It
won't do to allow the in jents to set-
tle. I have a man on the box to do
nothing else but stir and drive. Trees
should nof be sprayed with this mixture
in the spring or summer, because serious
results will follow, It should be applied
in the winter time when the tree is
dormant. One thorough spraying will
eradicate all traces of the Ban Jose scale.”
